HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Debates  on  Mr.  Grundy's  Resolution  for 
establishing  Circuit  Courts,  continued 
from  our  last. 

Wednefday,  November  t8. 

Mr.  LOG AN-rsmarked  that  the  mod 
proper  way  in  which  the  quedion  before 
the  committee  could  be  decided  would  be 
to  inveltigategeneral  principles, and  Co  ap- 
ply them  to  the  point  under  conuderation. 
ile  was  much  pieafed  with  the  manner  in 
which  the  debate  had  been  conduc!  ed,  and 
complimented  mr,  Hughes  on  the  good 
temper  he  had  (hewed,  which  was  iu  fa* 
vocable  to  the  attainment  ol^truth. — for 
without  cooinefs  and  moderation,  it  was 
impoiTible  that  the  committee  fliouldcome 
to  a  fair  and  difpaiho-iate  conclufn,). 
The  ta  nmiuce  ought  to  enquire  whether 
the  prell-nt  or  the  propoled  fylteni  w'mld 
conduce  mod  to  the  general  weal  of  the 
count^Jj,  Weought  to  cilablifh  that  kind 
of  laws  which  will  be  eq.ial  to  all  tic. crip- 
■  tions  of  men,  fo  that  all  men,  wh-tlwr 
they  be  pooror  wealthv,  may  come  under 
the  fame  general  princ.  pe  of  the  laws. 

Republican  governments  ought  to  be 
founded  in  the  affections  and  love  of  the 
p3ople,  for  they  derivetheir  (trength  from 
them,  The  laws  moll  not  favor  one.  to 
th«»  detri'n.-  .t  of  another.  Hut  th  >;ivh  the 
laws  be  equal,  aftd  the  ptope  halve  the 
fame  general  rights  ;  yet  if  the  ad.nini- 
ftration  of  the  law  be  partial  ;  the  people 
can  only  be  fai  l  to  have  the  fhadow  of 
juftice  and  eqnal  law*,— for  the  fruits  of 
them-are  Aritributed  with  a  partial  hand. 

It  Wk never  futisfy  the  people,  to  hold 
tiptoCTWm  the  idea  that  they  have  the 
fame  rights  and  laws,  when  in  their  ope- 
ration they  extend  to  a  particulardcicrip. 
tion  of  men  or  to  a  particular  part  of  the 
<ountry.  They  may  bear  it  for  a  while  ; 
and  if  the  majority  be  benefitted  by  it  ; 
they  may  be  able  to  keep  up  the  fyitem, 
for  fome  length  of  time  :  but  it  will  not 
do  for  any  long  period  when  the  red  of 
the  people  arc  kept  in  uneafinefs.  It  will 
not  do  to  tell  the  people,  that  they  nu  It 
pay  and  bear  an  eqtfal  proportion  in  the 
expence  of  the  in  "erior  and  fuperior  courts ; 
but  yet  that  they  Hull  not  reap  the  bene- 
fit of  the  litter,  but  only  for  the  former. 
Will  fuc'h  language  fuit  a  republican  gov- 
ernment  ?— It  is  immaterial  whether  the 
fyitem  be  partial  in  its  original  principle  or 
in  its  operation,  or  wh  ther  it  be  fo  tow- 
ards individuals  or  towards  bodies  of  men 
and'partietilar  parts  of  the  country.  The 
difcontenr.  q|  the  people  mud  be  the  fame, 
— and  it  rtldft  and  will  ir.  time  break  out. 
If  you  would  have  your  peopli  con- 
tented and  happy,  if  /you  would  have 
your  government  periunent .;  let  the 
people  fee  t h j t  the  government  bears 
equally  u;ion  thefa,  and  that  it  is  founded 
dn  the  fohd'pri  icipies  of  equai  judic-. 

We  are  told  by  tile  gentleman  fr'tffn 
FjySft that  it  is  nectdary  to  fupporc 
th  is  t  lfinL/pf  courts.  Non-r.lidents,  he 
favs.jjw  not  confide  it  the  inferior 
coy^^and  therfore  they  will  go  to  the 
federal  court.  Hot  fuop  >!'e  you  Ihoai.t 
offer  them  the  very  bell  kind  or  fhperior 
tfourts  ;  will  people  at  a  uidance  prefer 
them  to  the  federal  cojrt  .'  Suppol'e  any 
©n<- of  our  citizens  were  about  to  bring 
1  fuit  in  anothor-ftate,  againita  citizen  o:' 
that  Hate  would  he  bri^  his  fuit  in  tile 
ftate  court  or  in  the  fejfral  court  ?  Cer- 
tainly in  the  latter.  There  will  always 
be  fippofed  to  be  in  a  date"  court,  fome 
predelicYion  fordts  own  date,  and  forth; 
eiti.um  thereof.  A  fuitor  not  connect- 
ed with  the  Irate,  Wi It  consequently  pre- 
fer bringing  his  caufe  into  a  court  where 
thefe  prejudices  cannot  operate.  Again 
a  non-refident  will  not  merely  enquire 
Which  court  will  he  cheap;.!  and  mid 
convenient  to  himfelf.  but  like  vife  which 
will  be  mot  inconvenient  to  his  advecfa- 
fw,  an  I  itfird  him  the  chmce  of  tpjaeaJ- 
iflg  to  fome  court  out  oft  hi  ftate.  Hut 
aft  or  air.  why  are  we  to  confuh  th;  inte- 
rc  Is  and  convenience  of  no.i-relident3  fo 
m  iob  .3  It  is  not  for  them  that  we  .hould 
jegifraMjj  Wt  for  our  own  citizens. 

This  f,  dem  of  courts  which  ws  now 
have  and  which  gentlemen  ar«j  fo  fond  of, 
js  like  the  law  of  primogeniture,— -  This 
law  ma  le-one  part  of  the  family  great  an  1 
rich,  iu  order  to  keep  up  the  fp'.endor  St 
(hewo?th<  family,  though  the  greater  part 
Ihonld  thereby  b  :  reduced  to  poverty. — . 
Your  didrict  court;  likewife  give  pre-em- 
inence and  difiinilion  to  fome  of  your 


counties,  wYilIt  others  are  ha>raffed  and 
opprelf-d  by  the  fyftem.  Hut  ht  us  at- 
tend a  little  more  minutely  to  the  prefeni 
plan  of  our  Courts.  And  firlt  as  to  our 
quarter  feflioo  courts.  However,  thev 
•right  have  anfwered  at  fir.'t, — it  13  verv 
cbvioud  that  they  do  not  nowanfwer  the 
purpofe  for  which  they  were  intended. 
It  can  be  no  reflection  on  any  man,  to  fay 
that  he'  is  not  proficient  in  an  abftrufe 
fcience  which  he  never  ftudied.  Our 
qu  irter  felfion  juftices,  have  not  made  the 
law  their  lhidy  :  how  then  can  they  be 
expected  to  be  (it  for  the  oflice  (  '  judges  ? 
Law  may  be  compared  to  the  vices  and 
wickednefs  of  mankind,  a»  medicine  is 
to  the  infirmities  of  their  opdies.  It 
j  would  be  abl'urd  to  call  on  a  man  who  ne- 
ver Itudied  phytic,  to  admlhifter  wiiliout 
[  meafure,  without  rule,  and  without  guide, 
I  medicine  to  our  different  difeafes.  It  is 
'  furely  the  fame  in  law.  ddie  judge  who 
j  has  never  Itudied  law  mu't  be  incompetent 
to  legal  adjudication.  He  cannot  apply 
I  principles  with  any  degree  of  prop  Aety^  to 
''be  particular  principles  which  prefent 
i  themiVlves  to  his  d-  cition  :  for  he  Ins  no 
idea  of  the  principles,  the  meaiures  and 
rplia  by  which  to  apply  them.  Judice 
will  be  ad.uiniikered  one  wav  to  one  r:an, 
and  oh  account,  perhaps,  of  fom© flight 
but  un  mportant  fltadei  of  difference,  it 
will  be  administered  in  another  wav  to  iMt* 
othsf  man. — Hence  that  very  uniformity 
winch  gehtleraen  were  fo  ftrer.uous  for, 
would  be  deftroved.  Indeed  it  is  we'd 
known  that  this  is  the  cafe.  Every  one 
mult  be  fenfible  that  this  is  the  cafe.  The 
quarter  feXion  courts  will  decide  oneway 
on  a  queftion  before  them,  and  again  on  a 
queflion  which  depends  exactly  on  the 
fame  general  principles,  decide  another 
way.  The  court  derides,  but  their  deci- 
fion  has  no  influence  on  a  court  which  haa 
before  it  the  very  fame  principle. — They 
decide  othtrwife.  A  third  court  takes  a 
medium  way  :  and  a  fourth  probably  de- 
cides differently  from  all. — Hence  arifes 
the  multiplicity  of  appeals  and  writs  of  er- 
ror. A  man  of  legal  knowledge  on  the 
other  hand,  would  decide  th.  fame  in  one 
court  as  in  another,  and  underltanding  the  j 
principles  npon  wh  ch  a  dccilion  was  made  1 
&011  which  an  appeal,  or  Writ  oferror  was  I 
granted,  would  learn  from  hence  and  from 
the  deciflon  in  the  curt  of  appeals,  how 
to  acdin  funilar  cafes  in  future. 

But,  fays  the  gentlem-.n  from  Fayette, 
important  and  intricate  quettions  are  ad- 
journed to  the  general  court.  A  li-uilar 
mltitution  would  have  the  fame  elrVetori 
the  propufed  fyitem.  And  why  wai  the 
diilridl  court  eltablilied  ?  Certainly  be 
caufe  the  quarter  feilion  courts  were  not 
competent.  But  is  it  not  tampe.-i  ig  with 
men  and  impofing  upon  their  un .!„'. -.land- 
ings to  tell  them  that  quarter  feiflon  courts 
are  incompetent,  and  yet  they  will  do  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  cou  ury  ?  We  tell 
them  that  three  plain,  good,  honed  men 
are  bed  to  decide,  and  vet  that  it  is  necef- 
fary  that  fome  parts  of  the  country  fh  <uld 
hive  learned  judges.  For  what  purpofe 
are  thefe  courts  edablifhed,  but  to  ferve 
rich  men  intlft^ld,  populous  and  interior 
counties  I  If  itbe  a  good  a  id  Co^n.l  prin- 
ciple that  didri5|  courts  pre  neceiiary  ; 
the  principle  applies  univerfady,  and  all 
ou  rht  to  have  didri  d  judge-.  Hut  men 
calculated  for  the  oiSce,  it  feenis  cannot 
be  got!  But  wiiy  cannot  they  be  got  for 
circuit  courts  as  well  as  for  didricls  i  In- 
deed it  is  a  mere  fallal  to  fay  th  ;t  even  1 5 
judges  cannot  be  g-st  if  they  di-nild  be 
-van red,  who  in  the  general  wo  .ildbe  equal 
in  point  of  legal  infirm  it  ion  to  the  didrict 
iildges.  Eijjht  judges,  ill  addition  to  the 
prclent  ones,  Would  make  that  number — ■ 
■vhereas  but  three  are  contemplated.  In 
fa.d  the  argument  h  is  no  force  in  it.  It  is 
only  intended  to  conuife  the  bulincTs  by 
faying  that  it  cannot  be  done,  without  en- 
quiring into  the  rea'f<V*«  why  it  cannot. 
It  is  intended  the  diftrVcl  courts  :hould  be 
mcreaftd  feveral  in  number;  it  is  there- 
fore, prefumable  the  prefent  number  of 
{udgei  ought  alfo  to  be  increaTed  in  the 
fame  propo-tion.  Hence  it  is  infered  tb  it 
feveral  perfons  can  be  had  qualified  to  act 
is  didri  'l  ju  lges,  in  a  i  lit:  >n  to  the  pre- 
fent  number,  but  not  as  circuit  judges. 
It  is  alledged  that  two  judges  will  be  ne- 
ceiTary  in  a  circuit  court.  And  yet,  does 
not  one  Judge  conditute  a  didriA  court  ? 
D>esnot  one  iid»*  often  decide  ?  But 
hiwdo?s  t  lis  affair  of  two  judges  ftani  ? 
Let  us.funpofe  that  the  two  ju  lge«  concur. 
Each  of  them  as  individuals,  ba»  the  fa  ne 
o  -iniou.  Is  the  opinion  better,  beeaufe  j| 
it  happens  to  be  profefied  by  twa  men  i 


If  the  opinion  be  a  found  or.e  ;  it  is  no 
better  for  being  pronounced  by  two 
.udgts.  If  it  be  otherwife  ;  their  joint 
concurrence  in  it,  dots  not  give  it  value. 
But  if  inflead  of  concurring,  thofe  two 
judges  differ  from  each  other  ;  what  ad- 
vantage thenrefults  froin, there  being  two? 
.N'othing  is  done  :  delay  and  vexatio:.  are 
che  only  cn.ifequences.— Nor  are  there 
fewer  appeals  with,  two  judges  than  with 
one.  Let  it  be  remembered,  however, 
after  all,  that  the  prd'ent  fyflcm  requires 
but  one  judge  :  in  this  refpect  it  Hands 
on  the  fame  footing  as  the  prnpoled  one. 

But  it  is  fa  til,  that  giod  lawyers  cam  it 
be  had  for  the  numerous  cpurti  which 
will  exi.'t  undjrthe  prppofed  arra  ■  o-  n  nt. 
But  liippoiii.gthe  new  fyrtem  lobe  eltabli- 
fhed  •;  is  if.  not  probable  that  our  good 
lawyers  will  branch  th^nrfelves  out  ..  lit- 
tle ?  r.)enen  1  upon  it,  tlijt  where  there 
is  bufinefs,  thc?e  wili  be  lawyers  :  —  iiuv 
are  hot  fo  regardlefs  of  their  intereft,  as 
to  feitrange  themfelves  from  the  places 
where' they  can  m  ike  nionev':  and  let  it 
be  co.iluiered  whether  it  be  better  to  efta- 
bliih  a  ly.'tein  which  will  make  It  the  inu- 
red of  the  lawyers  to  foil  w  the  bufinefs, 
or  to  be  fo  c  impliifant  t  .  them  as  to  make- 
the  btnincl'o  Fjoilbw  the  lawyers  ? 

It  is  ag.nu  fa  id  that  many  a;  peals  and 
w  •  its  ot  error  will  be  the  confequence  ol 
tne  change.  But  thefe  evils  may  be  ow- 
ing to  the  clerks  more  than  the  lawyers, 
—  or  it  will  be  found  that  as  many  have 
gone  from  thediftrtcUj  as  from  the  quarter 
Ic'n'on  cour's. 

As  to  criminal  cafes, — is  it  not  much 
moi  e  reafonable  that  a  man  fliould  be  tried 
in  the  county  whjre  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted,— from  whence  the  jury  is  to  be 
fuminoned,  and  from  whence  probably  the 
greattr  part  of  the  witnelfes,  muft  come  ; 
than  that  the  accufed,  and  the  jury,  and 
the  witnelLs,  fhould  all  be  carried  out  of 
the  county  to  a  didant  place  ?  This  plan 
can  in  no  cafe  fave  txpence  :  in  many 
cafes  it  m  ft  increafe  it.  Let  it  be  fupr-o- 
fed  that  a  man  is  accufed  of  a  crime,  in 
Logan  dilbicd,  fome  where  on  this  lide  of 
Logan  cotlhty.  He  mult,  according  to  the 
prcfent  regulations,  be  fent  down  for  trial 
to  Logan  court-houfe,  though  if  convicted 
he  mud  be  brought  all  the  way  back  again, 
if  it  be  in  the  direction  to  the  penitentia- 
ry hpnfe'.

fir  I  degree.  On  ti  e  fcore  of  example 
which  was  fp.ok.en  of  by  thi"gentiesTi  in 
hi  it  up  ;  th' argument  is  clearly  againll 
hi.n.  Fur  fur.  ly  tfie~ex  am  pie  will.be  more 
driking  and  mure  operative,  wiien  the  trial 
is  had  and  the  lentence  paffed  near  where 
the  fa Jl  was.  committed  thiin  where 
it  is  kmwn  onlv  by  diftant  report  : — be- 
!ides,tbeex.aiiiple  would  be  more  diffufe-l  j 
it  would  be  111  lie  in  the  different  counties, 
intlead  of  being  made  in  a  few  places. 

The  gentleman  took  a  brief  view  of 
fome  other  arguments  uLdby  Mr.  Hughes 
and  was  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  the 
advantages  of  good  government  ought  to 
be  diftributed  with  an  equal  and  imparti- 
al hand, — that  if  a  fydem  cannot  be  liip- 
ported  on  a  certain  fcale  throughout  the 
country,  it  ought  to  be  reduced, — and 
that  it  would  be  better  to  have  one  uni-  j 
form  judiciary,  than  two  of  almoft  concur- 1 
rent  jurifdiclion  of  different  orders,  and 
one  ofth e.ri  partial.  It  was  true,  he  obfer- 
ved,  that  radical  changes  fhould  not  light- 
ly be  adopted  :  but  the  inconvenience, 
the  partiality,  the  oppreffion  and  the  dan- 
ger to  the  public  tranquility  accompany- 
ing the  prefent  fyitem,  were  fo  great,  that 
the  cange  was  ah  finitely  ntcefjary  to  the 
liability  of  the  government  and  to  the 
happinefs  of  the  people.  Before  he  con- 
cluded he  noticed  what  hacl  been  faid  of 
the  want  of  books  at  the  propofed  circuit 
courts,  and  thought  it  ftrangely  inconfill- 
ent,  that  a  learned  judge,  familiarifed  to 
the  lludy  of  the  law,  (haul  A?  thought  in- 
capable of  making  a  decilion  without  his 
books  at  his  elbow,  and  yet  that  a  quar- 
ter-feffion  judice,  without  education,  and 
juft  emerged  from  the  mafs  of  the  people, 
fhould  be  confidered  as  fully  competent 
to  decide  as  it  were  intuitively  on  legal 
queftions  of  the  greateft  difficulty.

Art.  to.  The  refpective  prifoncrs 
fhali  immediately  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty 
be  reftored  in  a  body,  and  without  ranfoih, 
on  the  reciprocal  payment  of  the  private 
debts  Which  they  may  have  contracted. 

Differences  having  trifen  refpecting 
the  payment  of  the  fubfitlence  of  the  pri- 
foners  of  war,  the  contracting  powers 
referve  the  right  of  deciding  this  quelti- 
on,  by  the  definitive  treaty,  according  to 
the  law  of  nations  and  the  pi  iuciples  func- 
tioned by  comnr.on  ufage. 

Art.  ii.  In  order  Co  prevent  all  fub- 
jedts  of  complaint  and  litigation  which 
might  arife  on  account  of  prizes  made  at 
fea  after  the  figning  of  the  preliminary 
articles,  it  is  reciprocally  agreed,  that 
the  veffels  and  effects  which  may  be  ta- 
ken in  the  channel,  and  in  the  Peas  of  the 
North,  after  the  fpace  of  ia  days,  from 
the  date  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  prefent  preliminary  articles, 
{lull  be  reftored  on  each  part  j  that  the 
term  (hall  be  one  month  from  the  chan- 
nel and  feas  of  the  North,  as  far  as  the 
Canary  iflands  inclufively,  whether  in 
the  ocean  or  Mediterranean  ;  of  two 
months  from  the  Canary  iflands  as  far  as 
the  Equator;  and  finally,  in  five  months 
in  all  the  other  parts  of  the  world,  with- 
out an  exception  or  any  other  diltinction 
more  particular  with  refpect  to  the  time 
and  place. 

Art.  ii.  All  the  feqneftrations  laid  on 
the  one  part  or  the  other  on  the  funds, 
revenues  and  debts,  of  whatever  kind 
they  may  be,  belonging  to  one  of  the  con- 
tracting powers,  or  to  its  citizens  or  fub- 
jects,  (hall  be  taken  off  immediately  after 
thefigningof  the  definitive  treaty. 

Thedecifion  of  all  claims  between  the 
individuals  of  both  nations  refpecting 
all  debts,  property,  effects,  or  rights 
whatfoever,  which  in  conformity  to  Un- 
acknowledged ufa;;es  and  rights  of  natio- 
ns, fhould  be  forthcoming  at  the  epo- 
cha  of  peace,  fhal!  be  referred  to  the  com- 
petent tribunals,  and  ir.  thefe  cafes 
prompt  and  complete  juflice  fhall  be  done 
where  fuch  claims  fhall  be  refpectiyely 
made.  It  is  agreed  that  the  prefent  ar- 
ticle fhall,  immediately  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  definitive  treaty,  be  applied 
%y  the  contracting  powers  to  the  respec- 
tive allies  and  indiv  iduals  of  their  n»ti- 
^>ns,  under  the  condition  of  juft  recipro- 
city. 

A  t.  13.  With  refpect  to  the  fiflieries 
on  the  coaft  of  Newfoundland,  and  the 
adjacent  iflands,  and  the  gulf  of  St.  Lau- 
rence, the  two  powers  are  agreed  to  re- 
place them  on  the  fame  footing  upon 
which  they  were  before  the  prefent  war, 
tefcrving  to  themfelves  the  right  of  ma- 
ling,  by  the  definitive  treaty,  fuch  ar- 
rangement as  may  appear  juft  and  reci- 
procally ufeful,  in  order  to  place  the  fifti- 
Ct'les  of  both  nations  in  the  inoft  proper 
ftate  for  the  maintenance  of  peace. 

Art.  14.  In  all  rafes  of  reftitution 
Agreed  to  by  the  prefent  treaty,  the  for- 
tifications fhall  be  reftored  in  the  ftate  in 
which  they  arc  at  the  moment  of  the  ftgn- 
Jngof  the  prefent  treaty,  and  all  the  for- 
tifications conftructed  fince  the  occupa- 
tion of  them  fhall  remain  entire. 

It  is  further  agreed",  that  in  all  the  ca- 
Xs«  of  conceftTons  ftipulated  in  the  pre- 
sent treaty  a  term  of  three  years,  to 
date  from  the  ratification  of  the  treaty 
of  definitive  peace,  fhall  be  allowed  to 
the  inhabitants,  of  wratever  description 
er  rank  they  may  be,  to  difpofe  of  their 
property  acquired  or  poffeffed,  whether 
previous  to  or  during  the  prefent  war; 
daring  which  term  of  three  years  they 
Ihall  be  at  full  liberty  to  exercife  freely 
their  religion,  and  to  enjoy  their  proper- 
ty. 

The  fame  privileges  are  granted  in  the 
jreflored  countries  to  all  thofe  who  fhall 
tave  made  eftablifhments  in  them  of  what- 
ever kind  they  may  be  during  the  time 
that  thefe  countries  were  in  poffeflion  of 
Great  Britsin. 

With  refpect  to  the  other  inhabitants 
ef  the  reftored  countries,  it  is  agreed  that 
none  of  them  fliall  be  profecuted,  difturb- 
cd,  or  molefted  in  their  perfons  or  in 
their  properties,  on  any  pretence  whate- 
ver, on  account  of  their  conduct  or  po- 
litical opinions,  or  of  threir  attachment  to 
either  of  the  two  powers,  or  for  any 
other  reafon,  unlefs  for  debts  contracted 
with  refpect  to  individuals,  or  for  acts 
fubfequent  to  the  definitive  treaty. 

Art.  15.  The  prefent  preliminary  ar- 
ticles fliall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratificati- 
ons exchanged  at  London,  in  the  fpace  of 
fifteen  days  at  fartheft;  and  immediately 
after  the  ratification,  plenipotentiaries 
fhall  be  appointed  on  both  fides,  who 
"fliall  repair  to  Amiens,  Ml  order  to  pro- 
teed  in  the  arrangement  of  the  defini- 
tive treaty  in  concert  wilhthe  allies  of  the 
contracting  powers. 

In  witnef*  whereof,  we  the  undei  fign- 
»d  plenipotentiaries  of  the  firft  conful I  of 


I  the  Fret  ihrspLlic  and  hia  Britannic  ma- 
jefty,  by  virtue  of  our  refpective  full 
powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  prelimi- 
nary articles,  and  have  thereto  affixed 
our  feals.

Of  confequence  his  prediliclio'ns 
are  more  ftronglv  in  favor  of  the  Engliih 
than  the  French. 

ALEXANDRIA,  November i8. 
Arrived  this  morning,  the  fchconer 
Harriet,  Webb,  Antigua,  28  days. — Cap- 
tain Webb  informs,  that  in  the  river  he 
fpokc  the  fchooner  Neptune,  of  this  port, 
38  days  from  Lifbon,  the  captain  of 
which  informed  him,  that  Spain  had  Ac- 
tually DECLARED  WAR  againft  the 
United  States.  What  degree  of  credit 
may  be  attached  to  this  account  we  are 
uncertain  ;  we  have,  however,  deemed 
it  our  duty,  to  give,  as  we  received 
it,  the  report  of  an  occurrence,  which, 
if  true,  is  of  the  higheft  importance 
to  our  country. 

BALTIMORE,  December  1. 
Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  merchant  in 

St.  Domingo,  to  his  correfpondent  in 

this  city,  dated 

Cape  Francois,  Oilober  31. 

"  On  the  23d  about  1  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  this  city  was  difturbed  by  the 
firing  of  fome  mulkets;  however  the 
noife  ceafing  immediately,  the  alarm  was 
coniidered  as  trifling  by  the  grea'.eft 
part  of  the  citizens,  although  thofe  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  firin&fcpartialiy  ac- 
quainted with  the  caufe,  "bored  under 
the  greateft  apprehenlions,  and  well  were 
they  founded,  for  a  diabolical  plot  was 
laid  for  thc  extermination  of  all  the 
white  people  during  the  ctttlrfe  of  that 
night.  Thanks  to  heaven  not  a  perfon 
in  the  city  has  fuffered,  and  wc  are  left 
to  exprefs  our  gratitude  and  admiration 
of  the  gallantry,  and  confummate  pru- 
dence of  general  Chriftophe,  who  well 
aware  of  the  impending  danger,  exnoi'ed 
his  own  life  to  five  ours — accompanied 
with  a  handful  of  men,  he  feized,  with 
his  own  hand,  three  of  the  chief  cor.fpi- 
rators,  and  forced  them  to  diftiofe  the 
leading    parts   of  the  plat.    Had  the 


gcr.eial  ordered  the  drums  to  1  cat  to 
arms  in  the  night,  it  is  generally  fuppof- 
ed not  a  white  perfon  would  have  lecn 
day  light— it  would  have  been  the  ex- 
pected (ignal  for  murder.  The  24th  in 
the  morning;  wc  were  apprized  that  the 
cultivators  in  the^iifi'ereiii  pandits  had  ri- 
len  in  arms  and  were  murdering  all  thc 
whites  without  dtfci imination  of  fc\  or 
age — men  of  80  years  of  age  met  with 
the  fame  fate  as  childen  1  months  <dd. 
The  troops  of  tl\e  line,  as  well  as  the  na- 
tional guard,  and  a  corps  of  dragoons 
were  called  to  arms— a  moll  judicious 
discrimination  was  obferved  in  their  re- 

fpeftive   difpofitions  thofe  fufpected 

were  marched  out  againft  the  infill  gt  lit  s 
—the  mod  trulty  kept  for  the  guard 
of  the  city.  General  Cbriltophe  at  the 
head  of  the  army,  advanced  in  the  coun- 
try, and  foon  found  fome  parlies  of.  the 
infurgepts  who  fled  before  him,  !  jut  con- 
tinued their  cruelties  as  they  retreated. 

'1  he  number  of  whites  killed  is  not  . 
exaclly  known,  moderate  people  make  ft  ' 
about  250.  The  pariflits  of  Laeul, 
Limbt,  Port  Margot,  Grand  Boucan, 
Dondon,&  Marmelade.have  had  the  tr.oft 
viclims — the  infurgents  offered  but  little 
refiUancc— their  chief  Jofeph  FlaviMe 
being  fo  imprudent  as  to  anfwer  fome  ad- 
vances of  general  Chriftophe,  put  himfelf 
in  his  power  and  is  now  in  jail — a  great 
number'  of  his  accomplices  have  already 
fuffered  in  the  different  parts  the  puniilr- 
ments  dUe  to  the  crimes,  and  we  expect 
every  inftanl  fevfere  jultice  here.  The 
governor  having  received  information  at 
Port  all  Prince  of  the  troubles  marched 
with  a  corps  of  5,000  men,  whilft  gene- 
ral Moyfe,  Who  was  alfo  abfent  from  the 
city,  marched  from  Monti  hrift  with  a  bo- 
dy of  2.000  men,  and  cut  oft  their  re- 
t r.ca.1  towards  tHe cidevant  Spa&jh  paic 
—molt  of  the  troops  belonging  fo  this 
city  have  returned,  and  lince  yefterday 
we  have  began  bulinefs. — We  are  inform-  ' 
ed  the  infurgents  have  tr.bftly  reutrned 
to  their  relpcclive  plantations,  »m  con- 
fidence begins  to  revive, but  1  doubt  'much 
whether  it  will  ever  reach  the  height  it 
had  obtained! 

"'lhe  dtfign  of  the  infurrecVion  is 
pretty  well  alcertained— the  du'trucVi.  n 
of  the  prel'ent  government — a  new  orga- 
nization founded  on  plunder  and  diviiion 
of  lands,  and  the  ahmhilation  of  the 
whites. 

"  1  have  thought  proper  to  give  you  a-, 
full  an  account  bf  this  tranfaetion  as 
time  would  permit  me,  th.t  you  mav 
con.mnnicate  it  to  your  friends— thc  evil 
has  been  great,  but  no  doubt  will  be  re- 
prel'etitcd  ltill  greater,  if  I  may  jud,;e 
from  the  terror  which  has  preyailed 
here,  from  the  tihbouifded  fuf|)icions 
which  have  been  created,  and  the  vague 
reports  in  circulation." 

Letters  received  from  on  board  La  De- 
terminee  frigate,  of  24  guns,  Captain  J. 
C.  Searle,  dated  ofF.Akxandria,  the  2f)tii 
of  julyitate,  that  lhe-  had  fallen  in  with 
and  captured  a  1  rench  corvette  of  10 
guns  arid  60  men,  with  io.occl.  in  fpecie, 
to  pay  the  French  army  in  Alexandria, 
and  a  valuable  cargo..

ARMY  OF  ITALY. 
The  General  in  Chief,  Murat,  to  the  Mini- 
s:cr  at  War.

|j  jutaiU  commandant  Sackelm  attacked  at 
the  fame  time  on  the  fide  of  the  city. — 
In  an  inftant  the  enemy  wis  Idfcpietely 
routed.    Our  troops  intercepted  thetii 
in  their  retreat,  &  all  who  were  not  taken 
prifoners  threw  themfelves  among  the 
rocks,  in  order  to  gain  the  boats.  The 
frigates  (which  took  advantage  of  the 
moment  that  the  encmv  became  matters 
of  one  of  our  batteries  to  enter  the  port) 
could  not  get  out  in  time.    One  of  the 
frigates  was  difmaftcd,  and  it  is  even  af- 
ferted  that  the  funk.
